Graces which God had giuen many of 
them, was madethecauſeotrheSchitme. 
For Corruptionattheheartof man breedes 
pride cuen outof Gods graces.

This gaue occaſion to falſe teachers to enter 
in, and lye in wayt to deceiue © Ver. 14. This 77. 14. 
was the ſtartc ofthe Church of Epheſus. How 
was it in the Citi: and the Common-wealth 
there-while 2 How 2 why, the Citie was 
then a very famous Citie in Ionia, a part of 
Hfiathe leſſe, At this time ſubic&rothe Ko- 
mane Empire, Their Proconſul and other De- 
puties were ouer them, ; Afts 19. But Diana At 1g. 38. 
wasgoddefle there and the Citicheathen, 

Epheſus then was Ethnicke: Na Reli- 
gion but Paganiſme. auowed by the ſtate. 
And theCitie was aſtrayger tothe Church 
thatwasinit, AStranger and without as the 
Apoſtle ſpeaks, 1.Cor.4. Yetſuchisthe force 7-Co7-'5- 1 
of Chriſtian Religion, thatas Herod Q& Je- 
ruſal:m weretroubled when Chriſt was borne 
S, Math. 2. So here Demetrius and Epheſus S. Mar. 2.3. 
were troubled when thename & Religion 
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4» 
of Chriſt was borne and nurſed vp among 
AF. 19. 20. them. For. the word: of God did no ſooner 
growe and preuaile at Epheſus : Afts 19. 20. 
but by and bythere aroſe no ſmall trouble about 
Ver.27. it ; Ver,23, 

The Citie andthe ſtate Heathen, ct trou- 
bled when Rgligion came in;Thertore,ACz- 
tie & a ſtate Chriitian muſt needes be more 
troubled when Religion goes out, And the 
ready way to out Religion, isto breakethe 
Vnitie of it. And the breach of the nity of 
Religion will be ſureto troublethe City fuſt, 
and hazard the /tate after, For the ſtate, 
whether Pagan or Chriſtian, hath euer ſmar- 
ted more orleſſe;as theChurch hath crum- 
bled into Diuiſions, 

S. Paull know wrote this Epiſtle to the 
Church-of Epbeſus, notthe Citie, And hee 
called for Vnitie: bound yp in peace. forthe 
Churches good , without any expreſle 
mention either of Citie or ſtate. Yet hee 
well knew thar the good both of the State 
and the Citie would follow vpon it, For 

. Vaity is a binder vp; And Ynityof Spirit, 
(ugcal religion's vnity)) is the faſteſt bin- 
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derthatis, And left it ſhould notbind faſt 


enough, it callsin the bandof peace. Sothat | 


no man can exhort ynto, and endeauor for 
the /nity of the Church,bur at the ſametime, 
he labours for the good of the ſtate, And 
it it were ſoat Fpheſ1/5 whergthe ſtate was 
Heathen ; much more muſt irnceds beſo, 
whererthe ſtateis Chriſtian, 

I ſhall follow my Text therfore bothin 
it ſelfe, and inthe Conſequent which fol- 
lowes vpon it. ln itſelte,and fo'tis forthe 
Vnitie of the Church, And a maine Text it is 
(ſaythS. Jerome ) againſt Herefie and Schiſme,

And when 
the common ſafety is doubted, or the common 
peace troubled, theſtate appeares for itas 
one, As Iſrael was ſaid to be knit together as 
One man : Tud.20, And indeede when One 
Man is not more at /nitie in himſelte for 
his owne defence, then the Church and 
ſtate are for publike defence, then both 
arc iuſtly ſaid to beat /nitie, 

You ſee what Vnitic is. Will you ſee 
what hurt followes vvhere tis broken ? 
Firſt, Fraftion makes vneuenreckonings. 
And tis hard, very hard, for a manthat 
breakes vnitie to giue cither God or man 
a good account of ſo doing, Hardtogiue 
account, but that's not all, 

For, if Vnity be broken, if a Diuifon bee 
made, the parts mult be <qualior pnequall, 
If che parts be <quall, neither of them hath 
morethen halfe irs ſtrength.

And the Schools ''** #515 
applies i: both ro Church andſtate.? or in x 
the Church they which ſecke their owne, 
and notrhat which is Chriits (who is publi- 
cum Ecclefie, the publique intereſt of the 
Church ) departfrom the Vnity of the Spirir, 
Andinan carthly Cittie, the yniticotthat 
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is gone, when the Citizens ſtuddie rheic 
owne,not the publique good, 

Why, but whenthen is Vaityto be kepr? 
When ? why, ſurely at all times,if it bepoſ- 
ſible, Bur cſpecially it is to bee kept, when 
Enemics are banded together againſt 
Church or ſtate. Then aboue all other 
times looke well to the keeping of Vnity, Am 
I deceiued? or isnotthis your Caſe now ? 
Arc not many and great Enemies 1091'da- 
gainſt you ? Are they not 7oyned both a- 
gainſt the Church and againſt the ſtare 2 
Are they toyned, and are you diwided ? God 
forbid. It cannot be that youſhould fo for- 
gerthe Church of Chriſt, or the Bowels of 

our owne Countrey,and your own.loyne 
then and keepe the Vnity ofthe Spirit,and 
Ile feare no danger though Mars were 
Lord of the Aſcendent, inthe very inſtant of 
thisScilion of Parliament, and inthe ſecond 
houſe, or ioyned, orin aſpect with the Lord 
of the ſecond, which yet Prolomey thought 
brought much hurttro Common-wealths. 

But ſuppoſe all danger ouer (1 wouldir 
were) yet keepe Vnity atall times. For Ene- 

mics 
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mies are as Cunning as malice can make 
them: And if Vniry be nor kept at all times, 
at that time when tis nor kept they'll make 
their breach, And they'l make it certaine- 
ly. Foritthe/ nity of the Spirit be gone,the 
Spirit is gone withit ; And if the Spiric bee 
gone, Chriſt is gone with him : And ifrhey 
be gone, God the Father is gone with them, 
And what miſery will not follow whenan 
Enemy ſhall come vpon a ſtate, and finde 
the whole bleſſed Trinity, Father, Sonne, 
and Holy Ghoſt gone from it, to accompa- 

ny that Viity which is baniſhed out of it? 
Yea but you willſay ; 1t Vanity be loſt, we 
wil quickly fetch ir backe againe.Soft: Firſt 
tis more wiſedome to keepe it then to bee 
driuen to fetch it backe. Secondly, before 
Vnity be thruſt off, it would be well thought 
vpon, whether itbe in your power to bring 
it backe when you will. The Spirit,l am ſure, 
isnort, and tis His Vnity. And,looſe it when 
you will, tis like the loſle of health in thena- 
turall body ; Juſt like. For there cuery 
Diſeaſe is with ſome breach of Vnity; either 
by Inflammation in ſome noble or virall 
part; 
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part: orby ſtrife in thehumors: or Luxati- 
ons intheloynts: orby breaking veines or 
ſinewes;ſtill with ſome breach of Vnity.Well, 
Whar ſayes the Patient therewhile?What? 
Why,He fayes he wil recouer his health,& 
thentake care to keepe it. Yea, but what if 
Death ſeaze vpon Him before health bere- 
couered 2 What then ? Had it not beene 
berter & ſafer a greatdeale to keepe health 
while he had it? And is not death a iuſt re- 
ward of his diſtempering his humors? 1 
will not apply, to cither Church or Com- 
mon-wealth : but certainely tis better for 
both to keepe the Vniry of the Spirit; then 
truſtrothe Recoucry ofit when tis loſt, 

Keepe then the Vnity of the Spirit ; but 
know withall, (and itfollowes inthe Text ) 
that if you wil keepe it,you muſt Endeauour 
to keepeit,
